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EDITORIAL 

Dear  Alumni  Friends: 

The  sixtieth  session  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is  rapidly  passing 
and  will  close  with  the  commencement  exercises,  May  31  to  June  4. 
Announcement  of  the  commencement  functions  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  issue  of  the  bulletitn.  Nothing  could  please  us  more 
than  to  have  the  campus  crowded  with  former  students  from  far 
and  near,  particularly  on  Alumni  Day.  During  these  sixty  years 
thousands  of  sons  and  daughters  have  gone  out  from  our  Aln;ia 
Mater,  and  it  should  be  a  happy  day  for  every  one  who  returns. 

Certainly  the  desire  to  return  will  be  unusually  strong  for  members  of  the  five- 
year  reunion  classes.  Twenty-five  and  Fifty  year  reunions  are  scheduled  for  the 
classes  of  1926  and  1901  respectively.  Besides  the  joy  of  visiting  the  scene  of  treasured 
college  experiences  and  greeting  one  another,  you  will  want  to  learn  more  of  the  ex- 
panded alumni  program  and  help  plan  its  future. 

In  this  and  the  previous  issues  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin  you  have  received  a  rather 
comprehensive  account  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  sixtieth  year.  It  has  produced  much  to  cause 
thankfulness  and  encouragement,  but  the  achievements  have  been  possible  only  be- 
cause of  the  fifty -nine  preceding  years  in  which  all  of  you  played  a  part. 

The  total  enrollment  this  session  is  859  (820  for  the  first  semester  and  746  for  the 
second).  The  student  body  has  consisted  of  337  women  and  552  men.  Approximately 
132  will  be  graduated  with  the  bachelor's  degree  this  commencement,  and  some  38  more 
will  receive  certificates  for  completion  of  commercial  courses.  As  many  as  51  may  be 
graduated  at  the  end  of  the  1951  summer  session. 

College  enrollments  next  year  will  be  considerably  lower.  Although  we  have  al- 
ready received  many  applications  for  admission  in  September,  Lenoir  Rhyne  cannot  ex- 
pect to  escape  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  student  body.  Three  major  factors  are  ex- 
pected to  cause  the  decrease.  (1)  The  number  of  veterans  of  World  War  II  in  college  is 
declining  rapidly.  At  present  our  veterans  enrollment  numbers  148.  Seventy-five  of 
these  are  expected  to  graduate  before  the  next  session  opens  in  September.  July  25, 
1951  is  the  cut-off  date  for  the  enrollment  of  veterans  with  G.  I.  educational  benefits. 
We  can  hardly  expect  more  than  30  or  35  veterans  to  enroll  before  this  deadline. 

(2)  The  birthrate  in  the  United  States  reached  a  low  of  3.2  millions  in  1932  and  re- 
mained at  about  this  level  for  several  years.  Those  who  were  born  during  this  period 
are  now  reaching  college  age.  Most  colleges  experienced  an  enrollment  drop  this  ses- 
sion, which  they  attributed  to  the  smaller  number  of  young  people  reaching  college  age. 
The  effects  of  the  low  birth  rate  of  the  depression  years  will  be  felt  by  the  colleges  until 
the  late  fifties. 

(3)  The  biggest  factor  affecting  enrollment  next  session  will  be  the  demands  of  the 
defense  program  of  our  country.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accur- 
acy the  extent  to  which  military  requirements  will  reduce  student  bodies.  Estimates 
have  ranged  from  fifteen  to  fifty  per  cent.  If  present  provisions  for  deferment  of  col- 
lege students  maintain,  our  enrollment  next  year  may  approximate  650  students. 

Whatever  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  students,  we  shall  be  aiming  at  a  more 
effective  program.  Improvement  in  quality  of  work  can  more  than  compensate  for  a 
loss  in  numbers.  Problems  arise,  to  be  sure,  from  an  unpredictable  decrease,  chiefly  in 
planning  and  financing.  Such  difficulties  can  be  offset  by  the  aroused  interest  and  sup- 
port of  a  loyal  band  of  sons  and  daughters  such  as  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  proud  to  possess.

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  a  cappella  choir  high- 
lighted its  annual  spring  concert  program 
this  year  with  its  first  out-of-state  tour 
through  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania.

Lee,  the  sixty -voice  group  started  the  one- 
week  journey  with  two  concerts  in  States - 
ville  and  Burlington  on  Sunday,  April  22. 
The  tour  concluded  one  week  later  with 
two  presentations  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Other  concerts  were  presented  in  Luth- 
eran churches  in  Lynchburg,  Va.;  Harri- 
sonburg, Va.,  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  Hag- 
crstown,  Md.,  and  Pottstown,  Pa. 

The  choir  began  activity  on  Sunday, 
April  1,  with  presentations  at  Spindale 
and  Cherryville,  and  continued  the  follow- 
ing Sunday  with  concerts  in  Salisbury  and 
Kannapolis.  Following  the  one-week  tour, 
the  choir  also  appeared  in  Hickory    (May 


6)   and  Andrews  and  Ashe  ville   (May  13).

College  To  Award 

Honorary  Degrees 

Four  honorary  degrees  will  be  awarded 
by  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  here  at  the  six- 
tieth annual  commencement  exercises, 
Monday,  June  4,  it  was  announced  today 
by  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  college  president. 

D.  Miles  Aderholdt  of  Henry  River  will 
be  awarded  the  Doctor  of  Laws  degree, 
and  three  North  Carolina  Lutheran  minis- 
ters, Rev.  J.  L.  Norris  of  Burlington,  Rev. 
B.  E.  Petrea  of  Rural  Hall,  and  Rev.  J. 
Lewis  Thornburg  of  Hickory,  will  receive 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degrees. 

The  honorary  degrees  will  be  presented 
at  final  commencement  exercises  June  4, 
when  132  students  will  also  receive  bache- 
lor of  arts  degrees  and  an  additional 
thirty-eight  students  will  be  awarded 
commercial  certificates. 

David  Miles  Aderholdt,  only  recipient 
of  the  LL.D.  degree,  is  secretary-treasurer 
and  general  manager  of  the  Henry  River 
Mills  company  of  Henry  River,  positions 
which  he  has  held  since  1935. 

Mr.  Aderholdt  has  given  liberally  to  the 
building  programs  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
college  church  and  auditorium,  in  addi- 
tion to  contributions  to  numerous  churches 
and  phases  of  church  work  throughout 
North  Carolina.  He  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  board  of  trustees  from 
1942  until  1949  and  began  a  second  term 
as  member  this  year. 

A  native  of  Cherryville,  Mr.  Aderholdt 
received  an  A.  B.  degree  from  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  1925  and  a  business  certificate 
from  the  same  institution  the  following 
year.  Before  joining  the  management  of 
Henry  River  Mills  Company,  he  served 
as  principal  of  Mt.  View  high  school  and 
elementary  school  from  1928  to  1934.

Scheduled  for  Thursday  is  the  annual 
Junior-Senior  oratorical  contest,  followed 
on  Friday  with  the  commencement  recital. 

Saturday,  June  2,  will  be  Alumni  Day 
on  the  campus.  Rev.  Mr.  Conrad  will 
speak  at  the  luncheon  for  alumni  at  noon; 
Carl  Litaker  of  Troutman  will  serve  as 
toastmaster.  The  business  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  association  will  conclude  the  lun- 
cheon, followed  by  reunions  of  eleven 
classes  at  three  o'clock. 

Classes  holding  reunions  are  '96,  '01,  '06, 
'11,  '16,  '21,  '26,  '31,  '36,  '41,  and  '46. 

Class  Day  exercises  will  follow  an  al- 
umni tea  on  the  campus  Saturday  after- 
noon and  the  commencement  play  will  be 
presented  in  the  Hickory  City  auditorium 
in  the  evening. 

The  baccalaureate  service  will  be  held 
Sunday  morning,  June  3,  at  eleven  o'clock 
at  the  Center  theater  in  Hickory.

Senator  Hoey,  the  commencement 
speaker,  is  a  native  of  Shelbj^  and  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
He  began  his  public  service  career  in  1898 
when  elected  representative  to  the  state 
House  of  Representatives.  Later  he  served 
one  term  as  state  senator,  and  four  years 
as  district  attorney  for  the  Western  district 
of  North  Carolina. 

Hoey  served  as  Ninth  district  represen- 
tative to  the  national  House  of  Represen- 
tatives from  1919  to  1921,  and  was  also 
governor  of  North  Carolina  from  1937  to 
1941. 

He  was  relected  North  Carolina  senator 
to  the  national  Congress  last  Fall  for  his 
fourth  consecutive  term. 

Senator  Hoey  last  appeared  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  August  26,  1947,  when  he  addressed 
delegates  to  the  annual  Lutheran  Summer 
School  for  Church  Workers. 

The  baccalaureate  speaker,  Dr.  Stire- 
walt,  is  professor  of  systematic  theology 
at  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
seminary  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  He  graduated 
from  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1902  and  served  on 
the  college  faculty  from  1909  to  1915.  He 
has  also  been  a  member  of  the  college 
board  of  trustees  since  1931,  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  board  for  sixteen  years. 

Dr.  Stirewalt  has  held  several  positions 
in  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  Ameri- 
ca, and  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  com- 
mission of  adjudication. 

Rev.  Mr.  Conrad,  the  alumni  speaker,  is 
executive  secretary  of  the  Luther  League 
of  America  and  a  native  of  North  Caro- 
lina.

LR  Debaters  Have 
Successful  Year 

Lenoir  Rhyne  debaters  wound  up  their 
season  early  in  April  batting  .500  in  deci- 
sion debates,  following  fifty-six  clashes 
with  thirty  different  colleges  and  univer- 
sities covering  the  major  portion  of  East- 
ern United  States. 

The  record  marked  the  twenty-fourth 
time  in  the  past  twenty-six  years  that 
Lutheran  teams  have  won  a  half  or  a  ma- 
jority of  their  debates.  Dr.  Albert  Keiser, 
professor  of  English  and  public  speaking, 
has  coached  the  teams  through  the  quar- 
ter-century of  success  debating. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  teams  entered  a  total  of 
three  intercollegiate  tournaments  this  year. 
The  first  meet,  the  nine-round  Dixie  De- 
bating tournament  at  Charlotte  in  Decem- 
ber, was  a  non-decision  tourney.  In  the 
South  Atlantic  Forensic  tournament  at 
Hickory  in  March,  the  teams  captured  sec- 
ond place  by  winning  twenty  debates  and 
losing  eight.  The  teams  fell  below  par  for 
the  first  time  in  recent  years  in  the  Mar- 
shall-Wythe Invitational  Debate  tourna- 
ment at  William  and  Mary  college,  Wil- 
liamsburg, Va.,  in  April,  winning  six  de- 
bates and  losing  eighteen. 

The  years'  record,  however,  remained 
intact  with  a  total  of  twenty -six  wins  and 
twenty-six  losses. 

Debating  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  this  year 
were  four  seniors — Letchford  Laye,  Rhod- 
hiss;  Jim  Hunt,  Hickory;  Ruth  Wingard, 
Waxhaw;  and  Shirley  Cauble,  Hickory; 
four  juniors  —  Harold  Skinner,  Rocky 
Mount;  Jeff  Norris,  Burlington;  Catherine 
Bowden,  Hickory;  and  Brady  Faggart, 
Concord;  and  one  sophomore — Jackie 
Meekins,  High  Point.

Finishing  in  third  place  for  two  years 
running  in  a  conference  as  tough  as  the 
North  State  isn't  bad  at  all,  but  mentor 
Troy  Washam  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Bear 
diamond  nine  had  his  sights  set  on  copping 
the  league  baseball  crown  this  season.  And 
he  had  a  very  good  chance  of  doing  just 
that. 

With  eleven  lettermen  returning  —  at 
least  one  for  each  position — the  Bears  are 
potentially  as  good  as  any  in  the  loop. 
However,  Washam's  biggest  concern  thus 
far  has  been  a  pitching  staff  which  lists 
three  good  men,  but  no  more. 

The  Bruins  started  rolling  early  this 
spring  and  quickly  rang  up  six  straight 
wins  before  finally  falling  before  powerful 
Catawba,  5-4,  in  ten  innings.  Included 
in  the  Bears'  list  of  victims  during  that 
victory  streak  were  Ohio  University  twice, 
Hickory  Rebels,  Carolina  Baseball  School, 
and  High  Point. 

As  could  be  expected,  the  big  man  in 
the  flashy  Lenoir  Rhyne  attack  has  been 
stellar  twice  All -Conference  shortstop 
Paul  "Cooter"  Jones,  a  Hickory  junior. 
Jones  is  a  brilliant  fielder — without  equal 
in  the  North  State^ — and  his  hitting  has 
been  nothing  short  of  great.  His  average 
during  the  first  part  of  the  campaign  has 
steadily  been  well  above  the  .400  mark 
with  several  extra-base  blows  thrown  in 
for  good  measure. 

Aiding  considerably  in  the  local  Luth- 
eran cause,  too,  has  been  sophomore  Giles 
"Nanner"  Setzer  of  Maiden.  Setzer  land- 
ed an  All-Conference  berth  last  spring  as 
a  catcher,  but  the  loss  of  All -Conference 
Buddy  Robinson  to  the  U.  S.  Navy  forced 
him  to  move  back  out  to  his  old  outfield 
post.  Setzer  is  a  good  hitter,  moves 
swiftly,  and  is  a  fine  fielder. 

Another  fellow  who  benefited  by  a 
change  in  position  last  year  is  pitcher  Leo 
Kantorski,  a  New  Kensington,  Pa.,  senior. 
Kantorski  had  been  a  good  backstop  for 
two  years  but  a  shortage  of  good  mound 
material  occasioned  his  change,  and  it  was 
as  a  hurler  that  he  won  All -Conference 
laurels.  Fiery  Leo  has  lots  of  good  stuff 
and  is  a  smart  moundsman. 

Although  he  failed  to  be  named  to  the 


All-League  selections  in  '50,  first  sacker 
Willard  "Flip"  Neighbors,  Statesville  sen- 
ior, will  turn  in  just  as  good  a  job  around 
the  initial  bag  as  any  other  first  baseman 
in  the  conference.  His  terrific  pounding 
of  the  agate  during  the  early  stages  of  last 
season  were  responsible  for  the  Bears 
climbing  into  third  place  and  holding  on- 
to it. 

Spearheading  the  mound  staff  in  addi- 
tion to  Kantorski  are  veterans  C.  A.  Frye 
and  Bill  Barkley.  Both  are  righthanded 
seniors,  with  Frye  coming  from  Asheboro 
and  Barkley  from  Denver.  Either  or  both 
of  these  flingers  have  good  chances  at 
All  -  Conference. 

Second  baseman  Billy  Megginson  of 
Shelby,  who  broke  his  leg  last  year  before 
play  began,  has  capably  filled  the  spot 
left  vacant  by  the  loss  of  Joe  Shook  to  the 
Air  Corps.  Megginson  played  with  Shel- 
by's World  Champion  Legion  Junior  club 
in  '45,  is  a  smooth  fielder  and  a  good 
stickman, 

At  the  hot  corner,  Jerry  Robinson  of 
Maynard,  Mass.,  holds  sway.  Jerry  has 
been  slow  starting  this  time  out,  but  he 
had  a  good  year  in  '50  and  should  get  bet- 
ter as  play  progresses.  Twin  Gene  is  in 
right  field. 

The  other  outfielder  is  Odell  Moose, 
China  Grove  senior,  who  was  All -Con- 
ference as  a  leftfielder  in  '49.  Odell  was 
seized  by  a  slump  last  year  and  couldn't 
shake  its  grasp,  but  if  he  loosens  its 
shackles  this  season  he  will  still  be  one  of 
the  best  outer-garden  men  in  the  loop. 

Catcher  Bill  "Shorty"  Crook,  sophomore 
from  Badin,  saw  little  action  last  spring, 
but  he  has  satisfactorily  handled  the  back- 
stopping  duties  since  moving  in  after  Set- 
zer returned  to  the  outfield.  Crook  is  a 
real  hustler  all  the  way  and  will  get  his 
share  of  base  knocks. 

These  are  the  lettermen,  but  without 
reserves  no  team  can  hope  to  reach  the 
heights  of  success.  Among  the  more  cap- 
able Bruin  second -line  men  are  infielders 
Blair  Jones  and  Gib  Heilig,  outfielders 
Charles  Camp  and  Bill  Watts,  and  pitchers 
Bill  Little  and  John  Coulter. 

The  success  of  the   '51   Bears  will   de- 
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pend  on  the  Bruins  maintaining  a  well- 
balanced  club  both  afield  and  at  the  plate. 
Hitting  and  fielding  are  good,  but  the  big- 
gest question-mark  is  whether  or  not  three 
top-flight  hurlers  will  be  able  to  carry 
the  load  all  the  way.  If  they  don't  weak- 
en, then  Bruin  chances  for  the  title  are 
good.
